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The threat ot a strike is very real, says local ATA representative

Despite two years worth of 
negotiations, and help from a 
provincially appointed mediator, 
the local school board and the 
Alberta Teacher's Association 
have still failed to come to an 
agreement. 

For the past two weeks, the 
board's bargaining committee, 
the local ATA representatives 
and the mediator have been meet¬ 
ing once per week. 

Still, no agreement could be 
reached. 

The ATA put forth an offer to 
the board last week, however it 
was unanimously rejected by 
Chinook's Edge. 

The proposed ATA agreement 
would have given teachers in the 
jurisdiction a 2.98% increase for 
1997/98, a 3.8% increase for 98/ 
99 and another 3% for 99/2000. It 
also sought a 5% benefit increase 
this year. 

The ATA has stated that what 
they are asking for would result 
in an additional 75 cents per day 
for the teachers they represent. 

'The settlement proposed by 
teachers is within the board's self- 
imposed mandate," said chief 
negotiator for the teachers un¬ 
ion, Winston Nettleton. "Surely 
this board can ofTer an additional 
75 cents a day as a thank-you to 
a group of dedicated and hard¬ 
working teachers." 

This offer, said school board 


chair, Roy Brassard on behalf of 
trustees, was unreasonable. 

"The demand for guaranteed 
job security, as well as a compen¬ 
sation package that is substan¬ 
tially higher than the average of 
our neighboring boards have 
made it impossible for the Board 
to accept this offer without im¬ 
pacting class sizes," said 
Brassard. 

Nettleton says, the teachers' 
union and their representatives 
take offence to such a statement. 
He says that blaming the teach¬ 
ers' desire for a pay increase, for 
a class size increase is inaccu¬ 
rate. He says, teachers were an¬ 
gered by the accusation. 
Chinook's Edge has 117 more stu¬ 
dents in the school year 1998/99 
and employed 12.2 fewer teach¬ 
ers, therefore because the teach¬ 
ers will still working under an 
old contract with no pay increase, 
the board's reasoning was not 
feasible. 

"The board has already in¬ 
creased class sizes in a year in 
which teachers say a zero in¬ 
crease," says Nettleton. 

Teachers in Chinook's Edge 
have been without a contract for 
almost a full two years. 

This was the second time ei¬ 
ther side has attempted to put a 
stop to the dispute. 

Late in February, Chinook's 
Edge made an offer to the ATA, 
however it too was rejected by a 


majority vote. 

At the time the teachers said 
that the percentage increase they 
were being offered was unaccept¬ 
able. At the time, Brassard indi¬ 
cated that he felt what the teach¬ 
ers wanted, and what the board 
had to offer wasn't far apart, and 
he expected a settlement in the 
near future. 

However, with the most recent 
dispute, he is feeling frustrated 
that there may be more to this 
fight than the one between the 
board and its teachers. 

Brassard says the board is be¬ 
ginning to feel as though they 
have become pawns in the ATA's 
fight with the province for more 
education dollars. 

He said, "It appears very obvi¬ 
ous that we have been targeted by 
the Provincial Teacher’s Associa¬ 
tion in Edmonton to further their 
cause with the Provincial Gov¬ 
ernment over increased funding 
for education." 

Bob Worsfold, chair of the 
teacher's negotiating committee 
and a school teacher in Olds said 
that he is angered by those com¬ 
ments. 

"The people of central Alberta 
will not be misled by this attempt 
to shift responsibility for this 
board's bad decision. This is a sim¬ 
ple dispute. Ix>cal teachers want a 
decent salary, and they want their 
employer to stop trying to strip 
away hard-earned rights," said 


Worsfold. 

Brassard says when the board 
is examining salaries, they must 
compare with neighboring boards 
to determine what is fair, and this 
time he says the teachers are ask¬ 
ing for too much. 

Nettleton insists that the small 
increase they asked for in the lat¬ 
est offer kept teachers "more or 
less relative" to where they are 
now in relation to other provin¬ 
cial settlements and would not set 
them ahead. 

The average teacher's salary in 
Chinook's Edge for a teacher with 
four years of university and no 
experience is $21,746, a teacher 
with the same education and the 
maximum experience on the wage 
grid would be paid $52,324. 

This offer came at the end of 
two weeks spent with a provin¬ 
cially appointed mediator. 
Brassard says that they will again 
request the provincial mediator 
to return to the table with both 
sides and he hopes to work some¬ 
thing out. 

"The board is confident that 
with the help of a mediator and 
willingness of the two parties, a 
fair and equitable settlement can 
be reached," says the press release 
from Chinook's Edge. 

Worsfold agrees that they are 
not ready for the next step to¬ 
wards a strike, yet. And, if the 
board is willing to take responsi¬ 
bility, he would like to keep the 


dispute at a local level. 

"It's time to stop blaming other 
people," said Worsfold. "Teachers 
and trustees need to sit down to¬ 
gether and get this job done." 

If the job doesn't get done, and 
provincial mediation fails, there 
are still two more steps before any 
strike action will take place. If 
unsatisfied, the teachers can, by a 
majority vote, apply to Labor Re¬ 
lations to authorize a strike vote. 
If passed, they may vote to strike. 

Between that vote and the ac¬ 
tual picket lines, there is still time 
for a deal to be reached. 

However, Worsfold says he is 
not optimistic that a deal will be 
reached in time for the new school 
year in September. 

He said that the board was 
unwilling to make any offer, other 
than the one presented a couple of 
months ago. If the ATA did not 
make an offer to the board, says 
Worsfold, the mediation would 
have been a complete stalemate. 

Although Brassard has indi¬ 
cated many times that he does not 
believe the teachers and the board 
are far apart, Worsfold indicated 
otherwise. 

If the next round of mediation 
does not net an agreement, says 
Worsfold, and he doubts it, then it 
could mean trouble for the com¬ 
ing school year. 

"We will definitely be seeking 
an authorization for a strike vote," 
he says.

A local business who plead 
guilty to selling cigarettes to a 
minor felt an $850 pinch on their 
pocketbook last week. 

The Didsbury Motel and Res¬ 
taurant faced the court last Mon¬ 
day. They plead no contest to 
selling to the 15 year old decoy 
who was sent into their store in 
April. 

The judge, who put forth his 
opinions on the issue, then fined 
the local business $850. 

That’s fairly hefty for a first 
offence," says Roger Reid, tobacco 
inspector for Health Canada. 
Although the maximum fine for 
a first offence is up to $3000, Reid 
says he rarely sees the fine nearly 
that high. In fact, the case fol¬ 
lowing the file against the res¬ 
taurant, someone was fined only 
$250 for possession of marijuana, 
according to Didsbury RCMP 
constable. 

Reid says he is pleased with 
the fine. 

"She (the judge) is sending a 
message to people and retailers 
in that area," he said. 

Fines for a second offence of 
selling tobacco products includ¬ 
ing tobacco, cigarettes, cigars, 
rolling papers or tubes, to mi¬ 
nors is up to $50,000. 

In this case, because the res¬ 
taurant plead guilty to the of¬ 
fence, charges against their em¬ 
ployee were dropped. 


Roger Reid, the tobacco in¬ 
spector for Health Canada in 
this area, says that it is the policy 
of his organization to drop the 
individual charges, so long as 
the business is willing to admit 
their error. 

The charges against the busi¬ 
ness were as a result of beefed up 
inspections in the area. 

Reid says that more employ¬ 
ees have been hired for his de¬ 
partment, therefore there are 
more inspectors going through 
smaller towns. 

When Health Canada did com¬ 
pliance checks late last year and 
early this year, they found that 
the majority of the retailers in 
Didsbury who sell tobacco prod¬ 
ucts, were willing to supply them 
to underage decoys. 

Those stores were given a 
warning, as was the Didsbury 
Restaurant and Motel. 

However, then the compliance 
checks occured again in April, 
the business still sold. 

In court, owners of the res¬ 
taurant and motel told the judge 
that have opted not to sell ciga¬ 
rettes at all. The judge told them, 
she thought that was a good 
idea. 

Reid says that this is not the 
last time he and his decoys in¬ 
tend to be in the Didsbury area, 
and he warns them to remember 
that selling to anyone under the 
age of 18 is an illegal offence.

the building, and that's a big 
concern." 

He points out that the town, 
with its recent purchase of some 
estate property north of the town 
shop, has land available on 
which they could build a new 
detachment, without adding 
land costs to the picture. He 
also said that with owning their 
own building, on their own land, 
it would provide room for RCMP 
expansion to the planned 6680 
square foot building, which the 
courthouse does not allow for in 
the future. 

In the analysis of the situa¬ 
tion provided to council it stated, 
"The town of Didsbury needs to 
proceed cautiously if we are to 
arrive at the most economical 
option. A consultant needs to be 
hired if we are to proceed fur¬ 
ther and provide valuable ex¬ 
pertise to council." 

Parliament said that he had 
originally planned to come to 
council with the recommended 
action that council enter into 
negotiations with K Division 
(RCMP property management) 
to build a new RCMP detach¬ 
ment in 1999. 

However, at the council ta¬ 
ble, Parliament suggested it 
might be wiser to review the 
Figures and the options among 
council members, instead of just 
administration. Therefore, he 
suggested appointing a subcom¬ 
mittee to examine the possibili¬ 
ties before jumping into any 
action. Coun. Gord Quantz and 
Mayor Ray Lea will sit on that 
committee and will return to 
council with their analysis of 
the situation in the near future. 

A decision is expected to be 
made soon, so that it may allow 
time for construction to get 
underway this year, and have 
the RCMP move in early next 
year. 


equal amount of municipal and 
rural officers and support staff, 
the RCMP headquarters are re¬ 
sponsible for 50% of the operat¬ 
ing costs, and the town is re¬ 
sponsible for 50% of operating 
costs and providing a detach¬ 
ment building. 

However, because of the situ¬ 
ation at the Didsbury RCMP 
station the RCMP have volun¬ 
teered to pay a portion of the 
construction costs of new, or 
renovation costs of the court¬ 
house, over 15 to 20 years in 
place of their lease payment for 
rural members. 

The town has been searching 
for a cost viable alternative for 
a number of years. At first, new 
construction did not seem to be 
an option, and instead the town 
lobbied the province to allow an 
RCMP station to be attached to 
the courthouse. That permis¬ 
sion was granted early this year, 
however, Parliament and town 
administration say when it 
comes right down to it, it will 
likely be more sensible for them 
to build new. 

The architects and engineers 
have indicated that the cost of 
renovating the empty portion of 
the courthouse would be 
$796,000, while building new 
would cost $995,200. 

Parliament says that al¬ 
though one is slightly less ex¬ 
pensive than the other, the town 
would never owR-a renovated 
lease building, or the improve¬ 
ments and expansions that 
would have to be made. 

Coun. Don Watt says he sup¬ 
ports the idea of building new. 

"That is the only logical way 
to go... or the town would pay 
for it (the provincial building) 
all these years and would end up 
with nothing." 

Parliament added, "The bot¬ 
tom line here is we'll never own

The RCMP's new home could 
be built from scratch after all, 
say town officials. 

After price comparisons be¬ 
tween the options of renovating 
the empty half of the existing 
court building, and building 
brand new, the town says it 
makes more sense to go from 
the ground up. 

Evan Parliament, town CAO, 
reported to council that he had 
consulted with a number of en¬ 
gineering firms, and four out of 
five of them have advised that 
building new would be a wiser 
route. 

"There is no point to renovat¬ 
ing," Parliament told council at 
their meeting last week. 

It has been determined by the 
RCMP headquarters that the 
local station does not meet the 
needs of capacity at the facility. 
Because of the move of the re¬ 
gional courthouse to Didsbury, 
the prisoner load has increased 
dramatically say the RCMP and 
the town. Presently there is only 
one holding cell. When, if fact, 
they are required to separate 
juveniles, males and females. 
With the current facility this is 
impossible, therefore, there are 
times when prisoners are being 
handcuffed to the radar camera 
in the main office, or locked in 
staff offices. 

"We have to..$Jo something," 
said Reriianioot. '’The situation 
over there continues to give rise 
to an incident." He reported that 
just last week, police reported 
to him that there were a couple 
of "close calls," at the detach¬ 
ment in dealing with the prison¬ 
ers. 

Therefore, for the past four 
years, the town together with 
the headquarters have been in 
search of a new facility. 

Because the RCMP has an

Town councillors expressed their frustration regarding the 
million dollar expense of having to build a new RCMP detachment. 
They say they feel as though they have been backed into a corner 
because of funding. 

Coun. Gary Dolha says the holding cells at the local detachment 
were sufficient until the Justice Department made the decision to 
move the regional courthouse to Didsbury. He says, the cost of the 
move is now having to be borne by the Didsbury taxpayer and no 
one else. 

"The Justice Department has forsaken us and this goes for our 
MLA who doesn't seem to realize the seriousness of the issue," said 
Dolha during a special budget meeting a couple of weeks ago. 

The discussion came as a result of some concerns that the 
proposed budget for this coming year does not include money set 
aside into a reserve for the funding of a new home for the RCMP, 
whether it be a new building or renovations and a lease at the 
empty half of the provincial building on 15 Ave. 

Councillors said that although it would be a lot more financially 
wise to draw from reserves for the costs, it is impossible because 
there is a lack of reserves. Therefore, any costs for the relocation 
will have to be taken out as a debenture, which means interest 
costs. 

Dolha says he feels it is unfair for the Justice Department to 
dictate where the court will be, then fail to follow through with 
some funding to support the infrastructure and RCMP costs that 
come with that decision. 

"It is time that we, as a group, take some initiative to get the 
attention of the provincial government that we need some help in 
this area," said Dolha. 

"They can't just dictate and download to us." 

Coun. Don Watt agreed. He said, "We have 3500 or 3600 people 
in this town and they expect us to come up with a million dollars." 

Dolha suggested that the province should consider seeking 
support dollars from the other municipalities who use the regional 
courthouse. 

He questioned the rationale. "The Town of Didsbury is supposed 
to support 100% of the increased costs of a regional court system? 
It is a white elephant," said Dolha. 

Evan Parliament said that he sympathized with the councillors’ 
issue with the province, however, he pointed out that even without 
a regional courthouse, the local detachment would still have 
needed new cells and some upgrading. 

In the discussion regarding the cost analysis of building new 
versus renovating the empty portion of the courthouse that 
occurred at the last regular council meeting, councillors again 
expressed their concern. 

Coun. Gord Quantz said, "the hammer is going to come down on 
the Justice Department and the Solicitor General's office regarding 
their lack of funding." 

Councillor directed the subcommittee that has been appointed 
to review the option and recommend a decision to council, and also 
asked that the committee address these concerns with the prov¬ 
ince, before delving any further into the cost analysis.

Thank you to all of you who help others in times of need to 
overcome the hurdles. How we need one another. 
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"What criminal is going to go 
out and register his gun?" asked 
Ted Morton. Morton is the 
spokesman for the Coalition of 
Responsible Firearm Owners 
and Sportsmen (CORFOS) who 
have been granted intervenor 
status at the Supreme Court of 
Canada in the Alberta govern¬ 
ment's challenge of Bill C-68. 

"Registration of every fire¬ 
arm in Canada is going to be 
wildly expensive and will have 
absolutely no effect whatsoever 
on their illegal use," said 
Morton. "Sportsmen are not 
against sensible and effective 
firearm control. We are how¬ 
ever opposed to the measured in 
C-68 - they will not reduce fire¬ 
arms in the hands of criminals." 

Coalition lawyer, Dallas 
Miller of Medicine Hat, will ar¬ 
gue that the licensing and regis¬ 
tration provisions of Bill C-68 
are an illegal invasion of pro¬ 
vincial jurisdiction over prop¬ 
erty and civil rights. This is the 
same position taken by the gov¬ 
ernments of Alberta, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, Manitoba, Ontario, the 
Yukon and the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories. 

CORFOS is a coalition of or¬ 
dinary Canadians - hunters, 
shooters and collectors from a 
number of Canadian organiza¬ 
tions - The Alberta Fish and 
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Game Association, The National 
Firearms Association, The Re¬ 
sponsible Firearms Owners of 
Alberta, Alberta Civil Society 
Association, The Alberta Arms 
and Cartridge Collectors Asso¬ 
ciation, The Responsible Fire¬ 
arms Coalition of British Co¬ 
lumbia, The Sporting Clubs of 
Niagara and The Responsible 
Firearms Owners of Ontario. 

Ottawa initially estimated the 
costs of implementing Bill C-68 
at around $85 million. But it 
now admits, through March 
1999, it has already spent $200 


million. The federal government 
is now projecting it will spend 
between $50 and $60 million per 
year in administrative costs 
alone each year into the foresee¬ 
able future. 

"At a time when our 
healthcare and education sys¬ 
tems are crying out for addi¬ 
tional funding , it is shameful 
for Ottawa to be throwing away 
this kind of money," Morton 
said. 

The Supreme Court is ex¬ 
pected to hear Alberta's chal¬ 
lenge to Bill C-68 in the fall. 
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CWB audit is a

Alberta RNs are opposing a 
section of the proposed Health 
Professions Act , Bill 22, because 
it threatens the health of Alber¬ 
tans. The Act is currently before 
the Legislative Assembly. A sec¬ 
tion of this Act will permit un¬ 
trained people to provide any 
health care service, including 
those termed restricted activi¬ 
ties. Restricted activities are gen¬ 
erally seen as high risk activi¬ 
ties, which, if not performed cor¬ 
rectly, have a high potential to 
cause serious injury. Untrained 
people would not only need per¬ 
mission from a professional and 
some undefined degree of super¬ 
vision to carry out these proce¬ 
dures. This goes against the ba¬ 
sic fundamentals of how health 
care is delivered in Canada or 
anywhere else. 

Imagine that untrained work¬ 
ers are hired to work in a clinic, 
either in a medical office or in the 
outpatient department of a hos¬ 
pital. They are taught to perform 
various procedures, such as ad¬ 
ministering allergy and flu shots, 
performing suturing, ear syring¬ 
ing, lab work and minor laser 
surgery. They do not have any 
knowledge about the principles 
underlying the actions they have 
been taught, nor do they know 
the side effects which may occur. 
One day, something could go se¬ 
riously wrong, such as an aller¬ 
gic reaction to a flu shot, severe 
bleeding when an artery instead 
of a vein is punctured when 


taking blood, or a severe burn 
during laser surgery. As a mem¬ 
ber of the public, you will not 
know the amount of training or 
supervision this untrained 
worker has had. 

It is not hard to imagine that 
something like this could hap¬ 
pen. We are amazed the govern¬ 
ment would create a list of re¬ 
stricted activities - activities it 
believes carry a significant de¬ 
gree of risk - and then open the 
door for unregulated workers to 
carry out these activities. Some 
may believe this section creates 
flexibility and could save money 
but Alberta's Registered Nurses 
believe this section will put every 
Albertan at risk and actually 
cost more money in the long 
run. Others may suggest that 
nurses are simply trying to pro¬ 
tect their jobs. In today's health 
care system, there is more than 
enough work for RNs. Nurses 
are raising this issue because 
of their concern for public 
safety. Citizens of Alberta ex¬ 
pect and deserve to receive bet¬ 
ter care. 

As the professional associa¬ 
tion for Registered Nurses in 
Alberta, we are taking a stand 
against this in the interest of 
public safety. We invite anyone 
to join us by contacting their 
MLA to express their concern 
with this section of the Act.

Government not "paving the 
way" for private health care 


Dear Editor, 

As Minister of Health, I 
think it is important that Al¬ 
bertans are aware of the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Bill 37 
Review Panel, and what this 
type of legislation actually 
means for Albertans. 

First of all, the primary con¬ 
clusions of the Panel were that: 

1. The government's inten¬ 
tion with Bill 37 was to safe¬ 
guard the publicly funded 
health system, and that would 
have been accomplished 
through several sections of Bill 
37. 

2. Bill 37 did not put in jeop¬ 
ardy the publicly funded health 
system. 

3. Contrary to allegations, 
there was no evidence that Bill 
37 was inconsistent with the 
principles of the Canada Health 
Act. 

4. Without Bill 37, or similar 
legislation, there is a legisla¬ 
tive gap that limits govern¬ 


ment's ability to prohibit or 
limit the operation of private 
treatment facilities. 

There was a great deal of 
confusion and misunderstand¬ 
ing last Fall about Bill 37, as 
many will remember. It is, 
therefore, important to note 
that the independent, neutral 
review conducted by the Panel 
concluded that the govern¬ 
ment's original intent - to en¬ 
sure the quality or accessibility 
of the publicly funded health 
system would in no way be jeop¬ 
ardized by private facilities - 
was indeed met. 

Yes, the wording of some 
parts of the legislation should 
be clarified, to make the Bill 
clearer. But the government 
was NOT trying to "pave the 
way" for private health care - 
just the opposite in fact! 

We were, and continue to be, 
making every effort to protect 
our public health system. With¬ 
out legislation, our ability to 


do that is limited. So, right now 
we are reviewing the recom¬ 
mendations for legislation. We 
need to be certain that the ac¬ 
tions taken will be in the best 
interests of the health system 
in the long run. 

We are also asking for objec¬ 
tive comments on the Panel's 
report to help us in our review. 
Therefore, we are encouraging 
Albertans to get a copy of the 
Report from the Alberta Health 
Communications Branch at

age any interested individuals 
to give us their comments.

that the commitment to the games 
from Didsbury had been misun¬ 
derstood. He said that the Town 
of Olds has always said that their 
contribution would be $30,000 in 
cash and $30,000 in-kind. 

Now that the games are fast 
approaching, the committee said 
they were prepared to secure all 
of the funding. When they came 
to the Didsbury town council 
and asked to have their $20,000 
in cash paid out, they were 
shocked to discover that the coun¬ 
cil said they never intended to 
give the cash upfront, nor a total 
of $40,000. 

Brassard said when it comes 
down to it, if the funding doesn't 
come through as planned, there 
could be some major pitfalls in 
the Games' budget. 

He said to council, "It would 
now appear that you had only 
intended to backstop the Games. 
As your chair of the fundraising 
committee, I need clarification 
on this point - in fact, if that truly 
was your intent, I should have 
been made aware of that at the 
outset." 

Brassard wrapped up his pres¬ 
entation to council by saying, "It 
is obviously imperative that this 
point be clarified." 

Bill Cowan, co-chair of the 
Games committee stood and ad¬ 
dressed council. He said that he 
was "frustrated and exasperated" 
by the miscommunication that 
was occurring. 

"I think our course of action 
has to be decided very quickly," 
said Cowan. 

Mayor Ray Lea completed the 
meeting by saying, "I think you'll 
find we ll be there when you need 
us." 

The council promised a re¬ 
sponse by the end of the week, 
and the Games committee was 
pleased to hear that they would 
be receiving $18,000 in cash. A 
cheque was drawn up and will be 
presented this week. 

Although that is short of the 
$20,000 requested, the commit¬ 
tee and the town is still under 
negotiations regarding some pre¬ 
vious services that the council 
felt should come out of the total 
cash donation. 

Lea said on Friday that the 
decision had to be made quickly, 
and he hopes that the misunder¬ 
standing has been clarified. He 
also said that it was never a case 
of the town not supporting the 
Games, rather that the town felt 
that it would be difficult to find 
the so much in cash at this time 
of year. 

Lea also said that he feels 
confident that the issue has been 
resolved.

A disagreement between town 
council, and the Alberta Seniors 
Games committee was resolved 
last week, when the town handed 
over a check for cash in full of the 
their donation to the games. 

The decision came after a del¬ 
egation from the Seniors Games 
Committee appeared at town 
council last week responding to 
correspondence from the council 
indicating the town's commit¬ 
ment was limited to $20,000 in a 
combination of cash and in-kind 
services. 

Roy Brassard, chair of the 
Friends of the Games Committee 
said that he was under the im¬ 
pression that the town would be 
donating $20,000 in cash, and in 
addition would allow for $20,000 
for in-kind services, for a total 
commitment of $40,000. 

Brassard and the committee 
presented documentation they 
had collected in correspondence 
dating back to the initial bid the 
two communities of Olds and 
Didsbury made. 

Brassard said he felt those 
letters clearly indicated that there 
would be both the cash and in- 
kind. services. 

Discussion between the coun¬ 
cil and committee also revolved 
around the definition of services 
in kind. Brassard said he asked 
the council last year what they 
would consider in-kind services. 

"It is almost two years later 
and I still don't have an answer 
to that question," said Brassard. 
Indications coming from council 
was that as part of their $20,000 
commitment, they would take 
facility rentals out as services in- 
kind. 

Brassard said that he felt that 
was unfair and pointed to the 
partnership agreement signed be¬ 
tween the two towns and the 
Alberta Sport, Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife Foundation, the con¬ 
tract stated that "the town agreed 
that all of its facilities relating to 
the staging of the 1999 Alberta 
Seniors Games shall be provided 
free of charge." 

Brassard also said a press con¬ 
ference in February of 1998 indi¬ 
cated that between the two towns 
there was a total commitment of 
$ 100,000 of cash and in-kind serv¬ 
ices. He said that because that 
was the understanding, the 
budget for the games has been 
based on that. 

Brassard said, "I was some¬ 
what surprised by your response 
of March 25 which would almost 
indicate a reversal of that stated 
in the press release." 

Brassard also pointed out that 
he was surprised to receive word

Road repairs 

The county is applying to Al¬ 
berta Transportation and Utili¬ 
ties for approval to seal coat Coal 
Camp Road from the junction to 
the west county boundary, for a 
total of about 26 kilometres.

I was folding laundry at the kitchen counter and 
Ralph had gone to feed cows so I was surprised to hear 
footsteps on the deck and the kitchen door opening. "I 
need you to come and help me," he said.

"Yes, it would," he agreed, "and that's why I don't want 
to hear another word about it." 

It was cozy, both of us and the huge nylon tow rope 
packed into the tractor cab and rolling across the 
greening pasture. It was certainly more pleasant than 
most of the trips we have taken toward a "stuck" site. I 
wasn't supposed to talk but I could think, and I began 
remembering other times that the two of us had manoeu¬ 
vred our way out of stuck situations. 

Our first combine was a faded red Cockshutt and it 
was what we could afford at the time.

I, on my cabless 
tractor, and connected to the hulk by a long chain, 
inched along and prayed that the miserable thing would 
not upset. Ralph, in his crows nest perch, signalled, "Go, 
go, hurry up, move." But I could not "hurry up" what if 
it upset? How would I extricate him from under it? 
Would I try to dig him out by myself or go for help while 
he layed there trapped? Maybe I would watch him going 
down, have a heart attack, and leave the kids orphans. 

Hundreds of loads of gravel have gone on our lane 
since we first came here. I'm sure we used to have more 
snow too, because in the early years, from November to 
June, just getting in from the road was a continuing 
challenge. John was a baby and Mark was not yet two 
when we came back from visiting my folks to find the 
lane totally clogged with snow. While the little boys and 
I waited, Ralph went for the tractor and I tried to 
entertain a restless and cranky Mark. "Here we are in a 
big train," I told him, "pretty soon the train will start and 
we will go to Calgary, can you hear the engine, chugga, 
chugga, there goes the whistle, whoooo, whoooo ..." 
"This not a train," he interrupted," it's a stupid car and 
Ralph gone for tractor to pull she out." 

A tractor mired hub deep in a feed lot is about as 
unpleasant as it gets, especially if it’s in a tight corner 
where you can't get it with one pull and have to reattach 
the filthy chain while standing in pools of slop. For a 
real lesson in fortitude and endurance try cleaning up a 
drill after it has been through a session in a soft spot. I 
have never done that myself, or even helped with it. My 
husband prefers to do this sort of thing without an 
audience. 

There is a period in early spring when the top foot or 
so has thawed and is soft and wet and the earth below is 
still frozen and hard and slippery. Oh then be wary all 
farmers with tractors and wives should hide under the 
bed. I can think of at least three occasions when I was 
sure that the situation was totally hopeless. Me in the 
tractor ahead and feeling the back tires slipping from 
side to side and sinking ever deeper and then maybe gain 
an inch and slip again and Ralph signalling go, go, and 
the whole world in noise and fumes and heart in the 
throat. 

Today’s operation was a nice easy pull, straight 
forward and I could stay on dry grass. Ralph was 
looking for a clean place to feed the cows and a low spot 
that he could cut across before was softer than it looked. 
I didn't say a word. Getting stuck is part of farming and 
stupidity has very little to do with it.

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Common Ground: Youth Justice Resource Program

In further pursuit of our 
mandate to empower Region 5 
communities to address their 
youth issues by creating initia¬ 
tives, in partnership with exist¬ 
ing community resources, that 
prevent youth offending, the 
Youth Justice Resource Pro¬ 
gram is attempting to bring re¬ 
storative justice to the major 
centres of Region 5. Should the 
YJRP successfully secure fund¬ 
ing for the project, four addi¬ 
tional communities across Re¬ 
gion 5 will see restorative jus¬ 
tice, in the form of community 
justice forums, at work in their 
neighbourhoods. The process is 
already being piloted in one of 
the Regions larger centres and 
is achieving both positive re¬ 
sults and tremendous support. 

Restorative Justice is an ap¬ 
proach for dealing with crime 
that is increasingly being recog¬ 
nized worldwide as another se¬ 
rious alternative, in place of the 


traditional practice focused on 
proving guilt and measuring out 
the punishment. The process, 
which was adopted from New 
Zealand, involves dealing with 
the harm caused by an ofTence 
by involving the offender(s), the 
victim(s) and the community 
that has been affected. The model 
operates with the goal of restor¬ 
ing harmony in the community 
by repairing the material and 
psychological damages to the 
victim(s), and re-integrating the 
offender through the use of 
shame and remorse for commit¬ 
ting a wrong action. 

In our current offender-cen¬ 
tred judicial system, the victim 
and offender play a passive role 
within a process dominated by 
legal professionals. By contrast, 
the restorative justice approach 
is harm-centred, where the of¬ 
fender is expected to pay' by 
taking active responsibility for 
causing harm and by being ac¬ 
countable to the victim and the 
community for repairing or 


minimizing the injuries. The 
model effectively addresses the 
frustration and disappointment 
experienced by many communi¬ 
ties and victims with the crimi¬ 
nal justice system. 

Dr. Jharna Chatterjee, who 
recently completed a national 
study for the RCMP on restora¬ 
tive justice, suggests that this 
model "is an inclusive, collabo¬ 
rative, responsive and pro-ac¬ 
tive method of making Cana¬ 
dian communities a safer place. 
It seeks to prevent re-occur¬ 
rence of crimes by initiating 
an effective dialogue with and 
among key people, and by heal¬ 
ing the offender, the victim 
and their community. It em¬ 
powers the community to deal 
with an offence or problem 
affecting it, and allows it to 
take the responsibility for 
undergoing or repairing the 
harm." 

Implementation of this ini¬ 
tiative will complement the al¬ 
ready existing Youth Justice 


Committee process and will rep¬ 
resent another effective method 
of Alternative Measures (other¬ 
wise known as diversion from 
the court system). The restora¬ 
tive justice process will differ 
from the current method of di¬ 
version in that conferences will 
be held prior to a formal crimi¬ 
nal charge, rather than post¬ 
criminal charge. In addition, 
this model has widespread ap¬ 
plications, and is not limited to 
mere 'criminal offences.' It has 
been proven effective for im¬ 


pacting violence in schools such 
as bullying - a welcome process 
in light of the tragic incidents in 
Colorado and Taber. Youth com¬ 
mitting crimes who are too 
young to fall under the scope of 
the current young offender leg¬ 
islation can also be impacted by 
this process. It is our hope that 
your community will experience 
first hand the positive outcomes 
of restorative justice, as the 
YJRP works to bring this proc¬ 
ess to all Hearthstone commu¬ 
nities.

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Focus on 
the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: What advice would you give to a woman whose 
husband just won't respond to her emotionally? That’s my 
situation. Darrell is a good man, but he's not romantic and he'd 
rather keep his thoughts to himself. How can 1 deal with the 
legging inside me? 

<R. DOBSON: Some men will never be able to meet the needs 
ot their wives. They don't understand how women think and have 
never been required to "give" to anyone. Women who are married 
to these unromantic and noncommunicative men must decide 
what is reasonable to expect and how they can forge a meaningful 
life together. Or they can seek an early divorce. I think former is 
better! 

If Darrell is such a man, my advice is that you attempt to show 
him, without nagging or becoming angry, how you are different 
from him and what your unique needs are. Work to change that 
which can be improved in your relationship, explain that which 
can be understood, resolve that which can be settled, and negoti¬ 
ate that which is open to compromise. Create the best marriage 
possible from the raw materials brought by two imperfect human 
beings with two distinctly unique personalities. 

But for all the rough edges that can never be smoothed and the 
faults that can never be eradicated, try to develop the best possible 
outlook and determine to accept reality exactly as it is. The first 
principle of mental health is to accept that which cannot be 
changed. You could easily descend into depression over the 
circumstances in your life. But you can also choose to hang tough 
and be contented in spite of them. The operative word is "choose." 

Can you accept your husband just as he is? Seldom does one 
human being satisfy every longing and hope in the breast of 
another. Obviously, this coin has two sides: You can't be his 
perfect woman, either. He is no more equipped to resolve your 
entire package of emotional needs than you are to become his 
sexual dream machine every 24 hours. Both partners have to 
settle for human foibles, faults, irritability and fatigue — and 
occasional nighttime "headaches." 

A good marriage is not one where perfection reigns; it is a 
relationship where a healthy perspective overlooks a multitude of 
"unresolvables." 

I don't mean to imply that the advice I've given is easy to 
implement or that it will take away the longing you described, but 
every human being eventually encounters difficult situations that 
are beyond his or her control. At that point, a person is either 
going to collapse, to run, to become angry, or to do all three. I 
submit that acceptance is a better alternative. 

** ** ** 

QUESTION: My former girlfriend and I were absolutely 
certain we were in love because we were crazy about each other 
from the moment we met. We were together every day and all our 
friends thought we would get married. But the relationship cooled 
off very quickly, and now we can hardly stand each other. I don't 
even like to be around her. What do you think happened to us? 

DR. DOBSON: Not knowing either of you, it is difficult to say 
for sure. But I can tell you that the way your relationship began 
had something to do with the way it ended. A love affair is usually 
doomed when it begins with great intensity. It almost always 
bums itself out in time. You may recall an old song that described 
a love affair that was "too hot not to cool down." That's the way 
it often works. 

In a manner of speaking, you and your girlfriend ran your race 
together as though it were a 100-yard dash. It should have been 
approached like a marathon. That's why you exhausted your¬ 
selves before your journey together ever got started. If a love 
relationship is to go the distance, there needs to be a comfortable 
pacing that keeps the two parties from consuming each other. 
That will give the bond a chance to form - and allow "the glue to 
dry."

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Decision upholds ACC believes surface 
CCA’s position access key to Bill 31 


Canadian cattle producers are pleased with a decision 
by the US Department of Commerce (DOC) not to apply 
preliminary countervailing duties against exports of Ca¬ 
nadian live cattle. Ben Thorlakson, President of the Cana¬ 
dian Cattlemen's Association says that the decision up¬ 
holds the position of both the Canadian government and 
cattle producers that Canadian producers are trading 
fairly and are not receiving unfair subsidies. 

The Department of Commerce ruled that neither the 
activities of the Canadian Wheat Board in the domestic 
grain market, nor the Net Income Stabilization Account 
(NISA) are counter-vialable. 

They also indicated that a number of programs targeted 
by RCALF are permitted under the World Trade Organiza¬ 
tions trade rules. 

"This is just a preliminary decision by the Department 
of Commerce," says Thorlakson, "and we can expect RCALF 
to mount a vigorous campaign to get them to reverse their 
decision. However we know that our case is very strong 
and that under international rules their allegations have 
no basis." 

Thorlakson says that the Governments of Canada and 
the Provinces must be given most of the credit for present¬ 
ing Canada's case and refuting RCALF's numerous allega¬ 
tions. 

He is appreciative of the vigour with which the Federal 
Government defended the industry and the considerable 
assistance given by Provincial Governments in providing 
information to help the case. 

Thorlakson also points out that this is only one of the 
two cases brought by a US producer group known as 
RCALF against Canadian live cattle exports. 

A preliminary decision on a dumping allegation is 
expected late in June. In the meantime, he says, Canadian 
producers can breathe a little easier and await the ruling 
on June 30 in the anti-dumping investigation. 

The countervailing duty case was brought by RCALF 
which alleged the Canadian producers were receiving 
subsidies equivalent to over 11% of the value of produc¬ 
tion. 

Their primary focus was the Canadian Wheat Board, 
which they accused of deliberately withholding barley 
from the export market in order to drive down the domestic 
price and indirectly subsidize Canadian livestock produc- 


The Alberta Cattle Commis¬ 
sion (ACC) believes Bill 31, the 
Agricultural Dispositions Stat¬ 
utes Amendment Act, which 
could become law later this 
spring, addresses some of the 
issues that were of concern to 
cattle producers. However, some 
very important issues are left to 
be dealt with by regulation. 

If the new Act passes, indus¬ 
trial sites and access roads will 
be excluded from the disposi¬ 
tion. 

"It's really going to be impor¬ 
tant what is in the regulations, 
what the definition of damages 


are, and what form of damages 
are eligible for compensation," 
says Jim Turner, ACC chair¬ 
man. "The key is to get the 
regulations to work both for the 
surface users and the lease own¬ 
ers." 

The ACC contends it's impor¬ 
tant to determine how disputes 
will be resolved to avoid on¬ 
going disputes between lessees, 
industrial users and the gov¬ 
ernment. The Commission has 
made it known they want to 
work with government in the 
development of these regula¬ 
tions. 


It's felt that coming up with 
the proper guidelines will be 
crucial in ensuring that leases 
continue to be properly man¬ 
aged and protected. The ACC 
believes that the legislation 
largely resolves the problem of 
increased occupier's liability re¬ 
sulting from public access. 
Turner points out that the 
grounds on which access can be 
denied will be crucial to any 
long-term resolution. 

The ACC suggests that rental 
rates cannot be separated from 
transfer fees because the fees 
are a major component of the 


UGG sees merit in review 


United Grain Growers be¬ 
lieves a railway costing review 
may be a useful way to bench¬ 
mark progress under a commer¬ 
cial grain transportation sys¬ 
tem. 

"A costing review has merit, 
as long as it is used to measure 
railway performance, and not 
as an excuse to delay implemen¬ 
tation of a commercial and com¬ 
petitive system," said UGG 
President Ted Allen. 

Allen was responding to a 
news release issued on April 29 
by the Canadian Wheat Board 
in which the CWB and several 
organizations called for a for¬ 
mal review of railways costs in 
moving Prairie grain. The lat¬ 
est costing review was conducted 
in 1992 and has formed the ba¬ 
sis for setting grain freight rates 
since the 1994/95 crop year. 

"A costing review could be a 
useful way to measure progress 
under a commercial system," 


said Allen. "Justice Estey rec¬ 
ommended a review be under¬ 
taken following the 2000/01 
crop year, and we believe an 
accounting of 1998 railway 
costs could provide a useful 
benchmark to assess railway 
performance at that time." 

Allen stresses that a cost¬ 
ing review should not be used 
as a basis for setting freight 
rates. 

"Under costing formulas, 
freight rates almost always go 
up. Instead we want to create 
a commercial environment 
where freight rates can be 
forced, through competition,

to go down." 

UGG notes that since 1994/ 
95, freight rates have climbed 
13.5% or an average of $4.10 
per tonne, under the inflation- 
indexed costing formula. 

"A cost-plus rate setting 
process provides that railways 
with very little incentive to 
reduce costs and even less in¬ 
centive to compete." 

UGG continues to support 
efforts toward a commercial, 
competitive grain transporta¬ 
tion system and to this end, 
urges the federal government 
to signal its intention to adopt 
the Estey recommendations.
